Buckingham owned practically 


all of the northeast corner of the pub- 
lic square during the early fifties and 
she resided where Kuster's restaurant 
now is. At that time the court house 
yard was a public rooting place for 
hogs and a pasture land for cattle. It 
was Mrs Buckingham that started a 
crusade that ended in the banishment 
of the hops and cattle from the square. 
She was publicly thanked for this by 
Israel Dilly, who planted the trees i'i 
the court house >ard.

It is found in the neighborhood 
of river banks, and passes much of its 
Ime in shallow water. 


The frilled lizard of Queensland also 
ravels on its hind legs on level ground, 
teeping the frill folded when running. 
When attacked it expands this fold of 
skin, which stands out like a ruff at 
right angles round the neck, giving it 
a most formidable aspect, so that dogs 
iat attack and kill larger lizards will 
often retreat before a frilled lizard at 
Day. 


There is also a tree lizard in Austra- 


lia that moves in a similar way. All 
these species walk on all fours when 
merely moving about or going short 
distances.

ART from its unique symbolism 
and the noble associations clus- 
tering about its folds, the Amer- 
ican flag has a special history 


which is of interest on Independence 
day, »It did not float at Lexington and 
Bunker Hill ,nor wave over Independ- 
ence hall on July 4, 1770. It became 
the flag of our country upon its formal 
adoption by the Continental congress, 
June 14, 1777. 


The patriotic interest which of late 


years has centered especially upon the 
events of the Revolution has turned 
very positively to the details and eir- 


• cumstances involved with the origin 
and adoption of the stars and stripes 
as a national emblem, and a movement 
has long been under way to preserve 
for posterity the house where the 
young Quaker matron, Betsy • Ross, 
with Washington's co-operation and ap- 
proval, designed and perfected the first 
American flag. 


The old flag house, stands at 239 Arch 


'Street. Philadelphia, wffich is one of the 
most thronged and bustling streets of 
that great city. High stores tower on' 
either side, and all around, in front and 
rear, activity as intense as any city 
can show Is in fullest exercise. It is 
from this cause that this venerable relic 
has been most imperiled Trade has in 
its progress cast envious oyes upon the 
site, and repeated eQorts have been 
made to sacrifice sentiment to service. | 
In view of all circumstances the fact 
of its preset ation is almost miracu- 
lous. Other historic places have passed " 
away under exposure to the same con- j 
•ditions which have 'threatened this. I 
The house where Jefferson wrote the j 
Declaration of Independence, the house , 
Washington made his home while liv-

ing in tbe city and many other locali- 
ties which would now be of priceless 
value have succumbed to tbe invasion 
of private interest. What enhances the 
marvel of th« deliverance of the flag 
house from the fate which has befallen 
its peers is the fact that for a large j 
portion of the time it has occupied its 
place it had no reminiscent interest- 


It is only of comparatively recent 


date that the people of this country 
awoke to the fact that the nation had 
a past or learned to make historic 
association a standard of ^alue. An- 
tiquarian interest does not date far 
back of the Centennial era. 
Prior to 


that our young nation lived more in ' 
the future than in the- past. And. fur- | 
thermore, it must be borne in mind t 
that niiti! ,1 few years ago the flag! 
house was private property, passing by ' 
purchase or inheritance into the hands 
of different owners, each with perfect' 
legal right to make such disposition of 
it as might seem desirable, and with ' 
abundant opportunity, through fre- j 
qr.ent solicitation, to surrender the | 
title deed. For the longer part of the | 
time the binding has been exposed I 
to such contingencies there was not 
even public sentimeut to restrain any 
owner from allowing it to pass into ob- 
livion. 
Efforts also have been re- 


peatedly made to have it taken down 
and re-erected in other cities, and even 


in Philadelphia it has been suggested 
as a compromise that it be transferred 
to Fairmount park and rebuilt there, 
as was done in the case of the old 
William Penu house, thus making it 
a reproduction, but practically destroy- 
ing its identity. Thus it will be seen 
how narrow has been its escape from 
demolition and how timely are the ef- 
forts which have been so recently made 
for its rescue and preservation. 
It is al 


most a miracle that through all these 
possibilities of destruction it remained 
and stands today on its original site 
essentially unchanged from what it 
has been'for over 200 j-ears. 


Apart from the event which gives it 


special honor and peculiarly endears 
it to the American poopl". it has a dis- 
tinct claim for consideration on ac- 
count of its antiquity nnd association 
with the past. The tradition that it 
was built of bricks brought over in 
the ship Welcome, which bore the 
Penn colony, may not be sustained, yet 
•it is absolutely certain that it is one 
of the original buildings of the city, as 
the deed dates it back loO years, which 
is sis far as the record extends, but is by 
no 'moans as old as the property itself. 
It is a low ceiled, two story house, 
with one attic dormer window in the 
center of the sloping roof. The same 
small panes, sot in their hoa^y sashes, 
and the old wooden shutters, with 
their handmade screws and fastenings, 
present the exterior as it has been for 
all these years. The front room, into 
which the same old fashioned street 
door ushers the visitors today, was 
changed into an upholstery shop at the 
time when Betsy Koss and her hus- 
band took up their home and plied 
their vocation there. 
But the little 


back parlor and its he:i\y oaken floor, 
its triangular cupboard, its mantel and 
fireplace, are the same and as well 
preserved as when lietsy Koss enter- 
tained the 
congressional committee 


there 127 years ago. 


Uetsy Eoss was the daughter of Sam- 


uel and Elizabeth Griscom and was 
born on the 1st day of January, 1752. 
Mr. Griscom was a builder of consid- 
erable repute and was associated in the 
erection of -Independence hall. 
Tbe 


family were Quakers, and Betsy was 
brought up in that faith. 
She is re- 


puted to have grown up comely and 
amiable and to have had many suitors 
for her heart and hand. Hollowing the 
dictates of her own affections, she ac- 
cepted young John'Koss, a nephew of 
George Ross, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, and was 
married to him in December, 1773. As 
lie 'was an Episcopalian, she was dis- 
owned by the Quakers for marrying 
out of her faith and attended service 
with her husband at the now venerable 
old Christ church on Second street, 
near their residence, where among the 
worshipers she often saw the stately 
presence of Washington. 


Notably deft with her needle, she 


proved a valuable assistant to her hus- 
band in his craft, and the little shop 
into which the front room was turned 
became a place of much resort for 
stately dames and general patrons, who 
found the taste and skill of the young 
mistress suited to their ideals and her 
engaging manners acceptable to their 
social demands. 


It was a simple, happy home, but not 


destined to be of long continuance. 
When the war broke out John Koss 
connected 
him«elf 
with the 
army, 


though remaining in tbe city, and in 
January. T~7G, was killed by an ox- 
plosion of powder while guarding mili- 
tary stores in the city arsenal at the 
foot of Arch street, a short distance 
from their home. Being familiar with 
the business and having established 
tli-stand. Mrs. Koss continued it in the 
same house after her husband's death, 
and secured sufficient patronagethrough 
her skill and popularity to maintain 
herself comfortably with little thought 
of whnt the future held in reserve. 
Hut better times were in store for her. 
The adoption of a national emblem 
having come under the consideration 


of ~congre&7 • committee was appoint- 
ed to draft a design, and jiccordiugly 
one day in tlie early bummer of 1770 
Mrs. Koss was surpns^i |,\ the en- 
trance into her little shop t>f General 
Washington and Robert Murris, con- 
ducted thither by Georw ltos>s, who 
was well aware of the skill of his 
young kinswoman and s» brought ber 
the opportunity which e\i>ntually gave 
ler fame. 


The purpose of the call was soon 


made known, and to prt'-seiit interrup- 
tion she took them into the baok room. 
General Washington, with his eminent 
talent for details, had been studying a 
design, but upon conferring with his 
hostess it soon became apparent that 
she was more competent to elaborate 
the idea than themschos. and the com- 
mittee agreed to submit the entire mat- 
ter to her taste and discretion. The re-

which has invested that little room 
with ouch honor, is well known. Her 
design met general approval, and on 
the 14th day of Juno, 1777, was 
accepted and adopted by the Conti- 
nental congress as the national em- 
blem. 
This is the nation's debt to 


Betsy Ross. 
It was her correctness 


of taste and accuracy in proportion 
that devised the banner which 1ms 
stood and will stand for all time as 
the standard of the land over which it 
waves. 
Something else might have 


been formed and framed, but nothing 
could have been more harmonious or 
simple or prophetic, and through the 
identification of herself with the flag 
Betsy Ross became a historic person- 
age and is enrolled on tho honored list 
of Revolutionary characters. 


The adoption of the- Hag secured for 


Betsy Koss the authoir/ntion cf the 
government to continue the work, aud 
for many years she foiind active em- 
ployment in the increasing call for flags 
as the nation enlarged its boundaries 
It seems a pity that the original flag 
could not have been preserved. Had 
it survived through all the intervening 
years it would have been a priceless 
precious relic now. 
lint no peculiar 


value seems to have been set upon it. 
It was used on the field as any other 


ISth day of June, 1777, the day aft- 
er the adoption of the flag, she was 
married to John Ashburne, captain of 
the privattvr Lu-yrm', who. while not 
enlisted in the navy, did his country 
good ser\K-e on the seas and struck 
many a blow against British craft.

Established Half Century Ago Where 


Brewery Now Stands — First Plant 


of Consequence in Newark. 


"One of Newark's earliest and most 


years. He, it will be remembered, went 
out with the 
famous 
Seventy-sixth 


regiment that, was made up principally 
of men of Licking jounty, at the out- 
break of the Civil war, as its major. 
He afterwards became a general and 
at the close of the war a United States 
Senator from Alabama, and he is still 
living in Chatanooga, Tenn. General 
Warner was one of a famous trio who 
went out at the head of this regiment 
the other two being brothers, and one 
of them .a brother-inJJaw of General 
Warner. The first o£ the latter two 
was Col. Chas. R. Woods, who after- 
wards became Major General, and was 
the lather, of Dr. G. H. Woods of this 


Woods, his brother, who went out 'as 
a Lieutenant Colonel of this regiment' 
and afterwards became a Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court. A great 
many men who afterwards 
became 


prominent and successful business men 
themselves, were among the employes 
of the old Newark Machine works. 
Among them were the late John H. Mc- 
Namar, Reinhart Scheidler, the Dale:*, 
James, Frank andi John, one of them 
being the father-in-law of Julius'Mc- 
Namar of this city, the Babbits, C. B. 
Giflln, the late James M. Browne, Sr,* 
Richard Markham and many others 
whose names cannot now be recalled. 


Newark may have had larger manu- 


facturing plants since-^plants that had 
more names on their pay roll and ex- 
pended more money in the city, but she 
has never had a plant in which her 
citizens were more dfeeply interested 
or that were more beneficial to the city 
of Newark in proportion. t6 the times, 
than was the old Newark Machine 
works. All honor to the memory of 
the old shop, and the noble men who 
worked there, as manager and employe. 
They wrought much good for their city 
and their time, and their memory 
should never be forgotten. Well would 
it be if the old nine o'clock bell could 
once more peal forth its wonted notp.s 
a requiem of departed days and de- 
parted worth.
